W HEREAS the Gaol of Newgate in the County of the Preamble. 
City of Dublin has for some Time been used as a Depot 
for Prisoners imder Sentence or Rule of Transportation : 

And whereas it is expedient to abolish the smd Gaol of Newgate as 
5 a Prison for the Reception of Prisoners, save as such Depdt : Be it 
therefore enacted by the Queen’s most Excellent Majesty, by and 
with the Advice and Consent of the Lords Spiritual and Temporal, 
and Commons, in this present Parliament assembled, and by the 
Author ity of the same, That after the passing of this Act it Lord Lieu- 
10 shall be lawful for the Lord Lieutenant or other Chief Governor or tenant and 
Governors of Ireland, by and with the Advice and Consent of the

Privy Conacil thereof, by an Order in Council, to order and declare 
that on or before a Day to be specified in such Order all Prisoners 
then being and remaining in Custody in the said Gaol of Newgate 
(if any), save such Prisoners as shall he confined therein under 
Sentence or Rule of Transportation, shall be transmitted and removed 5 
to such other Gaol or Gaols, Prison or Prisons, of the County of the 
City of Dublin as shall he specified and directed by the said Order, 
and that all such Prisoners as might heretofore have been lawfully 
committed to the said Gaol of Newgate, save Prisoners under 
Sentence or Rule of Transportation, shall on and after the said Day 10 
so to he specified in the said Order, be committed to such other Gaol

II. And be it enacted, That as soon as the said Gaol of Newgate 
shaft, under the Provisions of this Act, cease to be a Prison for tbe 
Custody of Prisoners for the County of the City of Dublin and the 
Lord Lieutenant or other Chief Governor or Governors of Ireland 40 
shaft, by Warrant under his or their Hand, declare that the same is 
no longer required as a DepSt for Prisoners under Sentence or Rule

Presentment, to appoint bo many and such Persons, not less than Six 
and not more than Twelve in Number, as to them shall seem fit, as 
Tiustees for the Sale of the said Gaol ; and thereupon the said Gaol 
_ of Newgate and the Site thereof, and aU the Eights, Members, and 
5 Appurtenances thereto belonging, shall vest in the said Trustees, 
their Heirs, Executors, Administrators, and Assigns, as the Case 
may be, for all such Estate or Interest as and for which the same is 
now held, possessed, or enjoyed by any Person or Persons, to the 
Use of or ia trust for the Grand Jury of the County of the City of 
10 Dublin, or for the said County of the City of Dublin ; and it shall 
and may be lawful for any Three or more of the said Trustees so to 
he appointed by the said Grand Jury to seU and dispose of the said 
Gaol and the Site thereof, and the Rights, Members, and Appurtenances 
thereof, either by public Auction or by private Contract, and either 
15 in One Lot or in several Lots, or the Materials thereof separately, as 
to them shall seem fit, to sneh Person or Persons as shall be willing

such Case the Compensation so hereby provided for every Person so 
appointed and employed shall cease and determine ftom the Day of 10 
such Nomination and Appointment : Provided also, that if any Person 
so to be nominated and appointed as aforesaid shall decline or refuse 
to accept such Office or Employment, his or her Compensation under 
this Act shall utterly cease and determine. 

rV. And whereas on account of the Increase of the Number 15 
of Prisoners who shall hereafter be confined in the Gaols or Prisons 
of the County of the City of Dublin, called the Richmond Bride- 
well and the Richmond Female Penitentiary, it is expedient to 
augment the Sums which the Grand Juries of the said County 
of the City of Dublin are authorized to present annually as a 20 
Eecompence for the Services of the Chaplains of the said Prisons : 
And whereas the Number of Prisoners professing the Roman 
Catholic Religion in each of the said Gaols is so considerable as 
to require the entire Services of a Roman Catholic Clergyman 
wholly unconnected with the Discharge of any other ecclesiastical 25 
or parochial Duties : Be it therefore enacted, That from and after 
the passing of this Act it shall and may he lawful to and for the 
Grand Jury of the County of the City of Dublin, at each Easter and 
Michaelmas Term, to present a Sum not exceeding the Sum of 
DfftH Pounds Sterling as and for the Salary of each of the Roman 30 
Catholic Chaplains of the Richmond Bridewell and Richmond Female 
Penitentiary, provided it shall fully appear to the said Grand Jury 
and to the Court that such Chaplain has devoted his entire Time to 
the Duties of such Office during the preceding Half Year, and duly 
and regularly discharged the several Duties of his Office ; and that it 35 
shall be lawful to and for the said Grand Jury of the County of the 
City of Dublin, at each Easter and Michaelmas Term, to present a 
Sum not exceeding the Sum of Twenty-five Pounds as and for the Salary 
of the Protestant Chaplains of each of the said Prisons, and a Sum 
not exceeding the Sum of Sixteen Pounds Thirteen Shillings and 40 
Four-pence as and for the Salary of the Protestant Dissenting 
Chaplains of each of the said Prisons, provided it shaU appear to the 
said Grand Jury and to the Court that such Chaplains have duly

present any Salary for any such Chaplain as aforesaid, if it shall 
appear to them that such Chaplain is interdicted or prohibited from 
exercising the Functions of his Office either by the Rules of the 
5 Church to which he belongs or by any other competent Authority. 



V. And whereas large Sums of -Money heretofore presented. to be Insolvent 
raised by Grand Jury Presentments in the said County of the City ^"ears due 
of Dublin are now due and owing by several of the Parishes and SST' 
Portions of Parislies tliereof, which have, accrued due and accumulated Present- 
1 0 by reason of the Insolvency and Inability of said Parishes and Portions nex7aS 
of Parishes to pay the same, and the same are in fact irrecoverable: Posing of 
And whereas it is expedient that the said insolvent Arrears now due beLtSed 
should be re-applotted and assessed on the County of the City of C‘‘V 
Dublin at large, instead of the Parish or Portion of a Parish where “ 

15 such Arreai-s became due : Be it therefore enacted, That it shall and 
may be lawful for the Grand Jury of the said County of the City 
of Dublin, at the Presenting Term next after the passing of this Aet, 
or, in case the same shall not then be done, at the Presenting Term 
next after, to ascertain, by such Ways and Means as to them shall 
20 seem fit, the Particulars and Amount of insolvent Arrears of Grand 
Jury Cess then remaining due and unpaid fay the several Parishes of 
the said County of the City of Dublin, and to present and assess the 
Amount of such insolvent Arrears so ascertained upon the several 
Parishes or Portions thereof in the Coimty of the City of Dublin,

general Valuation or Assessment returned to the Treasurer of the 
Levy of the City of Dublin under the Act of the First and Second
